Hampton Court, Herefordshire, England, begun about 
1420 by Robert de Hampton and completed by Sir Roland 
Lenthall in 1435. The large window, now at the Museum, 
appears in the end of the chapel. 
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HAMILTON Pavace, Lanarkshire, Scotland, rebuilt in 1690 
by the third Duke of Hamilton. 


STATE MORNING Room from Hamilton Palace. The walls 
are of oak with an enriched panel in the manner of Grinling 
Gibbons over the fireplace.

A 
hunting lodge in the time of Charles LX, transformed into 
a chateau in the sixteenth century. Here Marie Antoinette 


was received on her arrival in France before her marriage 
to Louis XVI.
